Japaaeee eoloMy la tbla attr oa the 
occasion of tbe Hlkado'a ooroaatlon 
have prompted tba Weat Goaat Lead- 
er to discuss at eonalderable length 
the place the Japanese have made 
for themselves in this section of 
South America, and tbe larger place 
they BaoBi-4a*tlned to fill In tbe near 
futm» 

Pbllowtag tbe boor of tba oerona- 
tlon, a mlllUry band played tbe Jap- 
anese national anthem in tbe Zoolog- 
ical gardens, with the populous Jap- 
anese colony crowding among the 
palms under the fluttering banners 
ot tbe Rlalng Sun. Afterward, there 
were pobUa asblbltloaa of cbaraetar- 
Istle Japaa«* a po r to w reaUlag aa« 
fencing the bamboo adeka.The Jap- 
anese consulate hold a rsceptlon, and 
in the vening a display of fireworks 
in the Plaia Zela waa followed by a 
dinner glToa hf laadtag maabara of 
the colony, 

Tb* part aa tar piayad by the 
Japaaaaa aa tba waat aoaat*of South 
America, aaya the Lieadar, baa been 
small compared with the WOTk of tbe 
great occidental nations, bat the lit- 
tle that has been accomplished In re- 
cent years la significant of larger 
things to come. 

The Teyo Kiaea Kalaba. the Jap- 
aaaaa ataaauhip Itao. first begun 
oporatlag lU veaa^ to tbla ooaat In 
lOOS, and contlaned on an Irregular 
Itinerary for three years. From 1S08 
to 1910 tbe service was suspended, 
but waa renewed the latter year and 
baa alnce been maintained oontin- 
aooaly w}tb aotlaaaMa tmptorameata 
Three ateamera ara la aarrlee at 
present, attordlng the only regular 
steamship service between west coast 
ports. Sun Kraiicibco, Honolulu and 
tbe far Kast. 

Tbe number of Janpanese Immi- 
graaU la Peru at preoeat totala more 
than 4000, larg*^ workwra.on the 
sugar baelaadaa aioag tb* ooaat or 
merchants In Lima and other cities 
and towns. The immigration busi- 
ness is in the hands of two Japanese 
companies with ofllces in this city. 

With the more Intensive develop- 
BMBt of tb* ooaat roglona of P«ru, 
aad nar* aapocially th* aoataaa re- 
gions. It ia asloaaati* mt lounlgra- 
tion mast be oallad apoa to nil up 
the huge gaps In population whicL 
today leave by tar the greater part 
of the coaatry bbma aad ualabablt- 
ed. 

Where Para wUl taro lor theee Im- 
mlgraato raaialwa to ba aaaa, bat^ it 
is I toet wortb kainrlag tlat prac- 
tically the only foreigaera who have 
thus far made a sucoeaa ot coloniza- 
tion in the muntana are the hundred 
or wore Japanese now settled along 
the reaches of the Madre de Olos 
river in southwestern Peru. Brought 
Into the oouatry several year* ago 
by the now detaaet laaa Rubber 
Company, they have eettlad la the 
tropical foreist regions and solved 
the question of the high cost of liv- 
ing by laying out their small plantar 
tloBS along the rivers and raising 
their own foodatata, rJoe, sugar cane 
and Tafatablaa. Oa tbe lladre de 
moa tbay bav* broaght tba prlee.of 
rice down from 1 aola- to If aaata- 
vos per pound. 

It was this high cost of living, 
both in the Peruvian and Brazilian 
rubber regions that aoanded the 
doom ot wUd rabbar, aad all au- 
tboHtlaa OB tb* aubiaot agraa that 
the renalsaaaoa af tba taUaatry de- 
pends wholly upon tb* latrodaatloa 
of ImmigranU who will "go to the 
soil" for their food. With vast spaces 
in the temperate regions of North 
America, South America and Aus- 
tralia atlll uap*opl*<L It wUl b* many 
y*ara kafaca aar traat mmm of 
Baropeaa UMUgraata aaa ba dlreat- 
ed into th* tropteal and sub-tropi- 
cal regions of tb* A mason basin. 
Brazil, therefore. b«» already turn- 
ed to Japaa tor bar aitppty. and 
betb oa tkt «kt ^ ^ 4Mslg

Discussing the subject in his book, 
"South of Panama," Profaaeor Roaa 
of tha UMwAr of Wlaooaatai ror 
ealla tb* followlac:

The RepahUoaa National convention 
will b* ta aaaatao at tha aaaa tiaa. 
In the same city. 

Progressive party leadera have 
made reservations for 800 hotel 
rooms and have options on tbe audi- 
torium theater and orchestra ball tor 
the week ot Jua* 7. Tbla waa dla- 
cloaad ta amnaotteo wtth the plan 
to bold tbe party's national conven- 
tion almultaneously with the Repub- 
lican convention.

'\'8shlngton, D. C— If the senti- 
ments expressed In private by in- 
fluential members of Congress, both 
Demoorate aad Republloans, are a 
fair lodleatikMi of tbb way tbe wind 
is blowing, tha adatalotratloa ia aot 
going to have tbe eaaleat time pot- 
ting through its preparedness pro- 
gram. There probably will not be 
much difficulty in passing reasonable 
navy and fortification bills, but it 
will aot be a aimple matter unless 
Indlaatleoa are^ daoidadly misleading, 
to put through tha anay bllL 

fienatora and repreaaatattvea ap- 
pear unable to arooaeentbaalasm over 
the proposed continental army. Es- 
pecially is this true of the Demo- 
crats, who are opposed on general 
grooada to a large atoadlng army 
of Mr klad or aaythlag that looks 
like aOltariaa. BeaUea entorUln- 
Ing decided vlewa oa th* question 
themselves, they have begun to hear 
from home — the church societies, 
farmers' granges and other groups 
are sending in petitions and resolu- 
tions opposed to the army plans, and 
tbe re pr aaaa tot tvaa la C a a g t aaa are 
boaad to haiad 'tbla aa allaaa t from 
their atatea whea they oome to vote 
on tbe bills. They wont to support 
the administration, but they appear 
outspokenly prepared to desert the 
leaders In this phase of the prepared- 
aeaa program anieas it is modified 
oeaatdaraUy. 

"Most of tba a*ab*ra on oar aide 
seem very paaafve oa the whole pn>- 
gram," said one of the leading Dem- 
ocrats In discussing the situation. 
"They seem to be sorry that the 
President has raised the prepared- 
ness question at all, but since it has 
be^a ralaed they waat to support 
tbe admfailatrattoB la aay reaaoaabla 
way. They are not ready to go to 
extremes, however, and show little 
enthusiasm over any ot It. I am 
speaking ot the most of tbe mem- 
bera oa our aide— of course there 
are aoota radicals who would vote 
tor aaythlag that eoald bo propoaed 
In the line of military and naval 
Increase, and still others, peace-at- 
auy-prlce men, who go to tbe other 
extreme — but tbe ones who repre- 
sent tbe most votes in both houses, 
I think, wish the queetlon had aever 
come up." The menbar who said 
this Is himself in favor of sabatan- 
tial navy Increases, and also of some 
form of strong military system in the 
country — he is, in tact, an admirer 
of the Oerman military system, so he 
doea aot vole* tb*a* opUUona out 
of aay deaira to flad aoadttioaa as 
he plctarea tbem. 

To put the matter In a nntahell, 
a feeling seems to i>ervade Congress 
that tbe country is willing to 
strengthen the navy and better the 
coast defenses but not willing to Im- 
pose military training upon tbe citi- 
zens: that tbe oouatry is willing to 
spend a good deal of m/anvf. If n*e- 
easary, to buy ablpa and guns and 
mines and munitions — the material 
tor war — but not willing to plant the 
seeds ot war In the thought of Am- 
erican haya by Imposiag military 
training ta- the aeboola and eollegea. 
Buy all tha atatf aad pourdar aad 
material tblaga that ar* aaoaaaary, 
they say, so long as you leave the 
boys alone. The country Is not 
ready, they contend, for the I'reitl- 
dent's army of 400, OUU "disciplined 
eltisens" proposed In his recent mes- 
sage — tb* "altlaaary tralaad and ao- 
oustomed to tha aoe af araa" oai 
propoaed ta bla meaaaga of a year 
ago.

blind spedallat ta heart and lung 
diseases, with references to the grip 
epidemic which is sweeping over tbe 
country. Dr. Babcock says the germ 
that is responsible for the natloa- 
wlde Illness is not grip, bat a 
floatloa or atrain ot tbe 
germ, and bla reoommeadatloBil fat" 
low: 

Keep regular hours, get sufficient 
sleep, keep the feet dry and avoid 
everything tending to Impair the gen- 
eral health or weaken resistaaaa. 
Kaep away firoa paeple who ara 
eougbiag aad feawtag. For their 
own good as well as the aafetjr oC 
others they should be Isolated ta a 
well-ventilated room. 

Spray your nostrils and throat 
night and morning with a weak anti- 
septle Bolntioa. Borolyptol dilated 
with three porta of water will aervo 
this pnrpoee aad m»f be naed bath 
as a wash for the aoae and garaii* 
for tbe throat. 

If you get this Infection, stey in 
bed.

If every man who rcQuires land 

for farming would aak "What is in 
that land?" rather than "What cau 
I take off tho land?" he would fol- 
low safer methods for the future 
welfare ot his land and hlmseU. In 
mercantile life a man cannot di- 
minish his working capital wltkont 
stepping backward. Rather, ke alms 
to iticnase It with » MrromOBdlaC 
increase of profit. 

At llie end of the year lie must 
have as much capital as when he be- 
gaa. What ke takea oat are only 
profits. 

So with any ot ua. When we are 

ready to begin plauting. our soil 
should be as rich or richer than the 
year before. Almod every farmer 
tries to put back something on his 
land. ThIa replenishing is done In 
differeat ways aad with widely vary- 
lag reaulta. 

One farmer buya large quantities 
of chemicals every spring and ap- 
plies nothing else with them. Anoth- 
er buys compost by the carload, us- 
ing a little chemical fertilizer. Still 
another usee oovw crops, planting 
them toward tke eloaa of ea«k aaa- 
son; ka alao.uaae aame fertUlaar. 

The first aiaa ia golac tka loa*- 
est way round, and aoU 4ap)atloa 
wiM probably get there firat. 

The second man is making a short 
cut toward success, but at the pricek 
and condition of manure as usually 
purchased he la paying highly tor 
the prlviloM 

The third maa will got tkere with 
tho least aggregate ezpendlture and 
the least waste of values.

The letter congratulated the 
OUo repreaentative on a recent 
speech opposing tha praparadness 
plans. As made pabHa by Rapra- 
KDtatiTe Sherwood, the letter reads: 

"Allow me to congratulate you up- 
on your speech. It hit the mark, 
and was an excellent opening of a 
campaign which will, I hope end in 
tha defeat of the plan to increase the 
army and nayy appropriations, 
wish yon womid send a aopy to the 
Commoner at onoe, so that It can 
be inserted in this month's Issue.

It la now understood that upon 
raaehlng Tha Bhgna tha mUMon will 
disband and and. so far aa tha sap- 
port of ttia organisation by Ford Is 

concerned. The end is expected to 
come January 12. and Ford has 
agreed to pay the expenses of all 
who wish to return to the United 
Stataa on that date sailing from the 
port ot Rottardam. Those who elect 
to remain to work In tha Interast of 
peace will be expected to pay their 
own expenses while delberating at 
The Hague. These will include 
those who have been appointed on 
the permanent paaoa board. 

According to arrangamants, the 
party will atait on 'lta trip through 
Germany for The Hague oi^ ^iday 
next. During the trip through Ger- 
man territory the members will he 
locked in their special train and will 
not be allowed to tread German soil 
at any stage of the Journey. 

After tha State Department at 
Waahington had rafttaad to diange 
the passporis of the members to in- 
clude a belligerent country, Gaston 
Plantiff, the representative of Ford, 
took up the matter with the German 
minister and consul here, ofl'eriiig to 
pay them $50,000 for a special train. 
The diplomats got In touch with Ber- 
lin, with the result that- tha Qmnan 
Government announced that the 
members of the party would be al- 
l(.\ved to go to The Hague via Ger- 
many, If they would comply with 
the strlat letter of Oaraian ladltary 
law. . / 

Tha railroad deelinad to take any 
money In excess of the regular fare. 
The delegates agreed to all condi- 
tions, which provide, besides being 
locke<l in their train, forbiddunoe to 
carry with tluin any written, type- 
written or printed papers. The cou- 
eealment of any paper, of however 
tnnoaaat aharaatar, will areata com- 
plleatlona for tha party. The mem- 
bers of the expedition must also 
give up their cameras, postcards, 
opera glasses and gold coin before 
starting through Germany. Each del- 
egate must furnish four extra photo-

Particular attaation to directed at 
thto time to the aetlrlty which ezlats 
among the textile industries of the 
country. Everywhere there is good 
buslneaa addition to take care of 
more which appears to be in sight.

Brer elnoe the flrat Balkan war he 
and his followers have been under 
arms, rnrecofini/ed by the laws of 
war, they have taken their own risks 
of capture and Instant execution. 
Their refuge to in the Serbian moun- 
uiaa, and thay ha^ baaa willing to 
traat their aaearlty to their own ao- 
tutcneas and the Impresaabillty ot 
their numerous hiding places. 

During the brief period.'t Fcpa rat- 
ing the first Halkan war tri)iii tlic 
second and .the second from the pres 
ent Baropaan atmgi^ tha internal 
admintotratloa ot iarbia waa in 
such a~8tote of dtobrdar that it 
seemed to "Babounsky" better to re- 
tain bis band nmli r arms and to as- 
sist in the administration of rough 
and ready Justice than to send bis 
toUowera to their own fireaides. In 
thto aapaalty avaa la the abort in- 
terrato of paaaa ha kayt hto aame as 
a kind of modern Robin Hood — the 
friend of the weak and the terror of 
tho evil doer. 

Especially since the complete 
breakdown of the Serbian adminis- 
tration foUowing the flight of the 
gomamaat to aeutari. hai '^boaa- 
Bky" baeoma a paraoaafa at prima 
importance in Serbta. Beh^ the ad- 
vanclnff German and Bulgaiiun arm- 
ies, town after town was evacuated. 
SomeilKii s ilio Inhabitants were able 
to take a few of their belongings 
with, them; more often they were 
foraad to leoTe with the clothea. Bat 
eepeelally In tha aontham part of 
Serbto, where the greater part of the 
inhabitants are really of Turkish or 
Bulgarian extraction, only the Serbs 
fled and the Turks and the Bulgar- 
ians remained. While waiting for 
the. arrival ot the armies of their 
oempatrlota, thay werwaot avitia to 
going throngh tba deaerted 
dwelllnga and acquiring a few 
ful articles 

"Babounsky" did not approve of 
this. Naturally the deserted dwell- 
ings and all in them would fall Into 
the bands of the conquerors. That 
waa all right — tha dianee otwar. But 
that tatmn* Mighbora thonld do the 
looting waa not in "Baboanaky's" 
code.

All five were lined ui) on the bunk 
"Babounaky" gave the signal for the 
fatal blowa to bo atruek. Bat aa» 
fortunately Xeohko'a ayacntor. a 
lawyer from Belgrade, had never 
killed a man batora and hto hand 
biipped The five bodlea ware thrust 
into the Vardar. bat Kaahko vga attll 
alive.
